It is not quite so bad as some of the pieces 
which have been lately taken from the shelf, and in this comparative 
character, “ not to be the worst, is some degree of praise.””—It has 
not fhe indecency of situation, the impurity of language, the ribaldry, 
the trash, that has characterized the late revivals, but in the name of 
common sense what has it, or whe that has seen The Ho ney oon, 
in which its distinguishing incidents are brought forward, or any of 


our modern comedies, but once would go a seeond time, to see the va- 
pid, paltry, heterogeneus nonsense of Beaumont and Fletcher 7 bro 
the whole piece there is not a single stroke of w it not a situation, 


that excites surprise or affords pleasure to the mind, and not a ‘senti- 
ment that would bear repetition, or convey a moral, unless it be, per- 
haps, the pleasing demonstration of the great progress of the hum 
understanding, since the days when Beaumont and Fletcher ‘oak 
write comedies. In no age of the world could a worse and more mis- 
chievous principle prevail, than an over-weening respect for antiquity, 
and the doating imbecility that would consecrate nonsense, because 
it is ancient, or command our veneration for inanity and nothingness, 
merely for the sake of the rust and mould with which time bas co- 
vered them, 


The mind of man is constituted to make eterna! advances in vigour, 
and in intelligence, and it is an encouraging evidence of its progress, 
to observe the decided superiority of the worst Comedy af modern 
times, over the best, that the groveling industry of our Managers 
can sweep from the dust of antiquity, in which should sleep, and sle ep 
for ever, the bald wit, and coarse, unmeaning lirentiousness, that did 
well, and well enough for the infantine days of the maiden quees.— 
The excellent acting of Garrick, Kemble, and Mrs, Jordan, could 
give respectability to any thing on which their talents were employ: ad, 
and the works of the “ twin stars,” under their management, might 
be revived into an ephemeral splendour; bet all the histrionic ma- 
terial now in the world, would be insufficient to strike a spark from 
the mouldering rubbish, or command the endurance of the stuff that 
has nothing but its antiquity to recommend it. ‘he house was but 
indifferently filled, and with all the appliances of most exquisite sce- 
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nery, and splendid dresses, and (as far as the principal performe:s 
were concerned) exquisite acting too, it went off very stupidly. Mr. 
C. Kemble, as Leon, the affected simpleton, was so wholly in cha- 
racter, that it was a long time before he was recognised by the aun- 
dience. Mr. Jones, as Michael Perez, the Copper Captain, made the 
best of the most bustling character of the busy scene, but he might 
have dressed it with an advantage to modesty and taste, which his 
own improving judgment will suggest oa future occasions. Mr. Farley 
miserably over-did the foolish character of Cacafogo ; every body was 
wearied with his inavity, and to the good-nature of the audience he 
owes the subdued and indistinct, but very intelligent expressions ot 
disgust, which twice marked his silly, buffoon exits. ‘The new Ope- 
ratic Drama of Lilla has reached its 6th time, and cannot be acted 
under circumstances of greater promise for its continuance, than as 
an after-piece to the long, dull trash, that had preceded it. Very 
excellent scenery, a tolerably good song or two, and, above all, tke 
pleasing dance which supports the trifle, are necessary to restore t! 
good humor of a wearied andienee.
